Dear Mr. Hinson: 

I was surprised that you would want to see my work, what 
with my miserable annual showing at the May Show. But I am 

pleased that you have asked, and am in the process of photo¬ 

graphing my latest work. 

I am fifty-eight years old, very set in what I select to 
photograph. I work very slowly and am about four years behind 
in the printing of my work. (I make p.o.p. prints of my new 
negatives for reference to what I shall print next). My growing 
"library" of unprinted negatives are waiting for my coming 
retirement at the end of the 1992-93 academic year, when the 
work will really begin. Because of this "current" has little 

meaning. Right now I am working on an image of a pair of ancient 

Indian trail marker trees photographed 22 June 1983. The title 
will include the 1983 date, but the print will be signed 1990 
as a "new " print. 

With the above in mind, I will send slides of work not 
only new chronologically, but also older "new" prints that have 
not been seen in the Cleveland area. I hope this is agreeable 
with you. 

As you well know, platinum prints have a "presence" that 
doesn't come-off well in slides. With this in mind, I would 
be pleased to leave a few original prints for your inspection 
if you thought it necessary - possibly of your choosing after 
having seen my slides. 

Thank you for your letter of October 17 expressing interest 
in my work. Enclosed is the additional information for which 
you asked, and the slides will be along shortly.

Daniel Rohn, born in Wadsworth, Ohio in 1932, began his studies as 
a pre-medical student, but then enrolled at the Cleveland Institute of Art 
where he graduated in 1956, later returning for his BFA degree. During 
that time he also studied theory and composition at the Cleveland Music 
Settlement as well as singing with the Cleveland Orchestra Chorus under 
Robert Shaw and participating in several special concerts and a recording 
with the Robert Shaw Chorale. 

He received his MFA degree in painting and printmaking from the Yale 
University School of Art in 1964 where he was a graduate assistant to Gabor 
Peterdi and later a Visiting Lecturer in Lithography. From 1962 to 1963 
Daniel Rohn was technical assistant and printer for Tatyana Grosman's 
Universal Limited Art Editions where he worked closely with Jasper Johns 
and Robert Rauschenberg, subsequently binding-together and proofing the 
famous Rauschenberg lithograph "Accident." 

Having taught at Kent State's School of Art for many years, Daniel 
Rohn conducts the only Master's program in lithography in northeastern 
Ohio, as well as teaching courses in color theory, painting, and drawing. 

He has become increasingly involved with antique photographic 
processes and has had one-man exhibitions of his platinum prints at the 
Akron Art Museum, Hiram College, and the Cleveland Garden Center in Ohio, 
at Coker College in South Carolina along with representation in national 
exhibitions. Because of research grants from KSU he has spent time 
traveling and photographing in the West and Northwest, and was invited by 
the Millay Colony for the Arts to be a month's resident at Austerlitz, New 
York in 1984. He has also been a visiting artist at the Appalachian 
Environmental Arts Center, an interinstitutional photographic center of the 
University of North Carolina.

In 1952 I enrolled at the Cleveland Institute of Art, after two years of general stud¬ 
ies at another university. During my four years at the Institute I received four half-year 
tuition scholarships and won awards in the Cleveland area, including 3rd Prize in Lithogra- 
phy at the Cleveland Museum May Show of 1955. 

At the Cleveland Institute of Art I was as interested in music as in art, and from 1954 
to 1961 sang with the Cleveland Orchestra Chorus first under George Szell and then Robert 
Shaw, who became my mentor and subsequently chose me to record with the Robert Shaw Chorale 
and to participate in special groups under his direction. In* 1955 I was studying art and music 
simultaneously under scholarships from the Institute and the Cleveland Music Settlement. 
Realizing I could not continue in both, I chose art. 

After graduating from the Institute in 1956, my friends Roy Lichtenstein, Julian Stan- 
czak, Ed Miecsczkowski and I were part of a loosely formed co-op gallery called Group Five 
and managed to mount two exhibitions before we folded. I had my first one-man show in 1958 
at Karamu House, the nationally know interracial community center. For a living I worked as 
an offset cameraman, stripper, and plate-maker until 1960, when I returned to the Institute, 
received my B.F.A. in painting and printmaking in 1961, and was accepted at Yale University 
Graduate School of Art. 

During the Yale years, 1961-64, stone lithography became a consuming passion. Tatyana 
Grosman of Universal limited Art Editions heard about me and asked me to come and print for 
her artists. I worked at ULAE with Rauschenberg and Johns through the fall and winter of 
1962-63, where I joined, cabled-together, and proofed Rauschenberg's Accident stone and mixed 
bronze ink for the first Johns' Ballantine Ale print. But the pressure of pursuing my gradu¬ 
ate degree, commuting between New Haven and West Islip, and resisting "Tanya's" attempts to 
bind me permanently as her printer resulted in my quitting after nine months, but only after 
having trained another person, Zigmunds Priede, to take my place. My departure was never 
forgiven, and my name was erased from the ULAE history. 

I was awarded scholarships every year at Yale, appointed Assistant in Instruction in Art 
and finally Visiting Lecturer in Printmaking (lithography) where I taught as students Richard 
Serra, Chuck Close, and Don Nice. I exhibited regularly in the area, at the Yale Art Gallery, 
and had a two-person show in 1963 at Sputhern Connecticut State Teacher's College. I received 
my M.F.A. degree in painting and printmaking in 1964. 

Teaching at Kent State's School of Art since graduation, I built a litho studio and conduct 
the only Master's program in stone lithography in northeastern Ohio. The Kent years have 
been a transitional period from painter to printmaker to photographer. My first one-man 
exhibition of photography at the Massillon Museum was a result of verifying from nature the 
images I had been using in my lithography. After this exhibition in 1975 I began making 
platinum prints using negatives from an antique 8x10 camera and lens because the hundred years 
between the invention of the platinum print and the video graphics of today have not been one 
of unalloyed progress. The modern images may be exciting, but'they do not have the physical 
beauty of the earlier photographic processes. 

During the Fall of 1984 I spent four weeks in Wyoming photographing the Sweetwater River 
valley. This is an area I am drawn to because it contains the confluence of two great move¬ 
ments; the settlement of the West through the Oregon Trail, and the publicizing of that event 
through the efforts of the early photographers who followed the same route with an eye to the 
beauty of the West. In November I spent a month's residency at the Millay Colony for the 
Arts (through a Kent State Research Grant of a semester's released time) where I worked on 
a folio of platinum prints titled Edna's Garden . 

The last few years have included several one-man exhibitions, the latest at the Akron Art. 
Museum in 1988, as well as numerous cash and purchase awards in this region. In 1986, and again 
in 1990 I was a visiting artist at the Appalachian Environmental Arts Center, established by 
the University of North Carolina in 1983. This spring, the Ohio Arts Council commissioned nine 
different prints to be given to winners of the Governor's Awards in the Arts.

PRINTS 


These images are made of platinum and palladium. 

In comparison to a normal photograph composed of silver particles 
floating in a gelatin coating on the surface of the paper, 
a platinum print has the image imbedded within the fibers 
of the paper, giving a longer tonal scale and p greater illusion 
of depth and clarity, as well as an image that will never fade. 

Patented in 1873 by William Willis, the platinum print 

was used by such photographers of the early part of this century 

as Edward Steichen, Alvin Langdon Coburn, Edward Weston 

and Paul Strand. Platinum paper was available commercially 

until 1937, when the high cost of platinum and the convenience 

of the silver printing process eliminated platinum paper 

from the market. '

The prints are made by applying a sensitizing solution composed 
of platinum, palladium, and an iron salt that is light sensitive 
to the paper-*- Because the sensitivity to light is very weak, 
negatives must be contact-printed using the sun or an ultraviolet 
light source. Images cannot be enlarged so it is customary 
to work with larger negatives than normal. 

When the image is developed the platinum and palladium combine 
with the iron in such a way that the image can be vixed w i l n 
hydrochloric acid, which removes the iron and leaves an image 
of pure platinum and palladium. 

Since the platinum image is permanent and the paper and mounting 
is acid-free, the prints are archival and will never change. 

The photographs were made with an antique wooden 8x10 field 
camera and an old uncoated lens in an efiort to lessen the 
technological*intrusions and be sympathetic to the photographer's 
point of view.

CAREER 


Platinum Print Photography 


In 1952 I enrolled at the Cleveland Institute of Art, after two years of general stud¬ 
ies at another university. During those next four years at the Institute I received four 
half-year tuition scholarships and won awards in the Cleveland area, including 3rd Prize 
in Lithography at the Cleveland Museum May Show in 1955. 

It was at the Institute that I became intensely interested in stone lithography, and 
since there was equipment but no teacher, I taught myself lithography. I was equally in¬ 
terested in music and in art, and from 1954 to 1961 sang with the Cleveland Orchestra 
Chorus first under George Szell and then Robert Shaw who became my mentor and subsequent¬ 
ly chose me to record with the Robert Shaw Chorale and participate in special choral 
groups under his direction. In 1955 I was studying art and music simultaneously under 
scholarships from the Institute and the Cleveland Music Settlement. Realizing I could not 
continue doing both, I chose art. 

After graduating from the Institute in 1956, my friends Lichtenstein, Stanczak, and 
Miesczkowski and I loosely formed a co-op gallery called Group Five Gallery and managed to 
mount two exhibitions before we folded* I had my first one-man show in 1958 at Karamu 
House, the nationally known inter-racial community center* For a living I worked as an 
offset cameraman, stripper, and plate-maker until 1960, when I returned to the Institute, 
received, my B. F. A. in painting and printmaking in 1961 and was accepted at Yale Univer¬ 
sity Graduate School* 

During the Yale years, 1961-64, stone lithography became a consuming passion* Tatyana 
Grossman of Universal Limited Art Editions heard about me and asked me to come and print 
for her artists, and I worked at ULAE with Rauschenberg and Johns through the fall and win¬ 
ter of 1962-63* I joined, cabled-together, and proofed Rauschenberg’s Ths Accident stone 
and mixed bronze ink for the first Johns Ballantine Ale print* But the pressure of pursue- 
ing my graduate degree, commuting between New Haven and West Islip, and resisting Mrs. 
Grossman’s attempts to bind me permanently as her printer resulted in my quitting after 
nine months, but only after having trained another person, Zigmunds Priede, to take my 
place. I was never forgiven, and my name was erased from the ULAE history* 

I was awarded scholarships every year at Yale, appointed Assistant in Instruction in Art 
and finally l/isiting Lecturer in Printmaking (lithography) where I taught such students as 
Serra, Close, and Nice. I exhibited regularly in the area, at the Yale Art Gallery, and 
had a two-man show in 1963 at Southern Connecticut State Teacher’s College. 

Teaching at Kent State’s School of Art for the last nineteen years, I built a studio 
and introduced a program in stone lithography that I have continued to teach since 1970* 

I also developed a color course after the Yale model that is oriented towards students 
in the studio arts* The Kent years have been a transitional period from painter to print- 
maker ter photographer and my exhibitions reflect this* Working with platinum and 8 x 10 
negatives I have felt the "rightness 11 of my images and been pleased by the response to my 
work this year.
